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TURPENTINE AS A DIURETIC 
J. A. Munk, M. D., Los Angeles, Cal. 


Read before the Southern California Eclectic Medical 
Association. 


During many years of practice, I have often found diuretics 
unreliable to produce the effect expected or desired. Why this 
was so I am unable to explain, but merely state a fact. Some- 

times a trifle will cause active polyuria, like eating an apple 
or drinking a glass of beer but, again, at other times, they have 
no such an effect. Although the kidneys are very important 
eliminating glands, they seem to be more freakish in their 
action than any of the other excreting organs. At times they 
respond promptly to some diuretic, but frequently fail entirely 
in producing any result. 

Of the many diuretics employed, I have found turpentine : 
to be more uniformly reliable and satisfactory than any other 
single remedy. It does not always cause a profuse flow of 
urine, but establishes the function upon a normal basis and re- 

_lieves irritation of the urinary tract, either vesical, prostatic 
or urethral. The dose is five minims two or three times a day 
and administered, preferably in a capsule. 

It is a remedy that is especially suited to old age when 
urinary troubles naturally develop from certain anatomical 
and physiological changes, which take place in the body at that 
time of life. The walls of the bladder thicken and lose much 
of their contractile force and the prostate gland becomes more 
or less enlarged. The base of the bladder sags and on account 
of this change loses much of its expulsive force, so that the 
bladder is never entirely emptied. The retained or residuary 
urine undergoes decomposition and causes annoying irritation 
of the sphincter muscle. Difficult micturition is one of the pen- 
alties of old age, when the urine starts slowly and flows feebly. 
There is always some discomfort and sometimes much pain, 

but nothing can be done to prevent or alter these unfavorable 
changes and the evil can be mitigated only temporarily. 

Many years ago I began using turpentine in combination oe ty 
with copaiba and cubeb in a soft gelatine capsule prepared by _—Tj.  ¢ 
Parke, Davis & Co., and known to the trade as the soluble | 1 
elastic capsule number twenty-five. Each capsule contains a 
four minims each of copaiba and oil of turpentine and two ag 
minims of oil of eubebs. 

This combination is better than turpentine alone and su- hie 
perior to either santal oil or methylene blue, which were at one Be 
time favorite remedies in such cases. From one to three cap- 7a 
sules may be taken during the course of twenty-four hours, but 
One capsule is usually sufficient to give relief. One capsule a 
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day is often enough and sometimes it is only necessary to give 
a dose at intervals of several days. It should be given as 
needed according to the nature of the disease and severity of 
the attack. The capsule makes a convenient, pleasant and 
efficient dose that is worth while. : 


A RESUME OF CALIFORNIA’S MEDICAL LAW. 
Dr. H. Ford Scudder, Los Angeles. | 


‘‘The governor shall appoint a board of medical examiners 
consisting of ten members, each of whom shall have been a 
citizen of this state for at least five years next preceding his 
appointment. Each of the members shall be appointed from 
among persons who hold licenses under any of the medical 
practice acts of this state. The term of office of each member 
shall be four years; provided that of the first board appointed 
three members shall be appointed for one year, two for two 
years, two for three years and three for four years. No per- 


gon in any manner owning any interest in any college, school 


or institution engaged in medical instruction shall be appointed 
on the board, nor shall more than one member of the board be 
appointed from the faculty of any one university, college, or 
other educational institution.’ 


This is a radical change from the previous medical act as 
it entirely does away with sectarianism in medicine by not 
mentioning the various schools, allopathic, homeopathic, eclec- 
tic or osteopathic. We as Eclectices, lose the positive assurance 
of having two members of the board appointed from our school 
as was definitely stated in the formation of the board in the 
previous law. It now becomes practically a political board, 
the number to be appointed from each school resting entirely 
with the governor. This is one of the weak points of the law 
because while, realizing that undoubtedly our school will re- 
ceive its fair apportionment under our present broad-minded 
governor, we may not be so fortunate in the future. It also 
differs from the previous law in that formerly no professor, 
instructor, or other person in any manner connected with or 


- financially interested in any college or school of medicine, or 


surgery, or osteopathy, was eligible to appointment, while now 
the restriction applies to only those who own a financial in- 
terest in a medical college. 


The office of the board is moved from the city and county 
of San Francisco to the city of Sacramento; examinations are 
to be held three times a year in Sacramento, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. 
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Two forms of certificates shall be issued by said board: 


Ist. <A certificate authorizing the holder thereof to use 
drugs or what are known as medicinal preparations in or upon 
human beings and to use any and all other methods in the 
treatment of diseases, injuries, deformities, or other physical 
or mental conditions. which certificate shall be designated 
‘‘physician and surgeon certificate’’ ; } 


2nd. A certificate authorizing the holder thereof to treat 
diseases, injuries, deformities, or other physical or mental con- — 
ditions without the use of drugs or what are known as medic- 
inal preparations and without in any manner severing or pen- 
etrating any of the tissues of human beings except the severing 
of the umbilical cord, which certificate shall be designated 
““drugiess practitioner certificate.’’ 


A ‘‘reciprocity certificate’’ shall also. be issued as will be 
explained later. 


iq The radical change in this law is that wontons in the hiss 
i is the requirement made that an applicant for a ‘‘physician 
| and surgeon certificate’’ must present a diploma from a legally 
chartered Medical College, the requirement being that he shall 
have completed the required curriculum of the law in a legally 
chartered school or schools, approved by the board, not neces- 
sarily medical. Each applicant for a ‘‘physician and surgeon 
certificate’’ that has attended four courses of study, each 
such course to have been of not less than thirty-two weeks’ 
duration, but not necessarily pursued continuously or consec- 
utively, and that at least ten months shall have intervened — 
between the beginning of any course and the beginning of the 
preceding course. Each applicant for a ‘‘drugless practitioner 
certificate’? must show that he has attended two courses of 
study, each such course to have been of not less than thirty-two 
weeks’ duration, but not necessarily pursued continuously or 
consecutively, and that) at least ten months shall have inter- 
vened between the beginning of any course and the beginning 
of the preceding course.

Preliminary Requirements. 


Applicants for either form of certificate shall present a 
diploma from a California high school or other school in the 
State of California requiring and giving a full four years’ 
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course of same grade, or other schools elsewhere, requiring and 
giving a full four-years’ standard high school course, or its 
equivalent, approved by the board. In lieu of such diploma the 
applicant may present: 

(1) a certificate from the college entrance examination 


board, or the college examining board of any state or territory 


showing that such applicant has aed passed the ex- 
amination of said board; or 


(2) if such applicant be thirty years or more of age he 


may show to the satisfaction of the board of medical examiners 


proof of preliminary education equivalent in training power to 
the foregoing requirements. After January 1, 1919, every ap- 
plicant for a ‘‘physician and surgeon certificate” shall ; in addi- 
tion to the foregoing requirements, present to the board satis- 
factory evidence that before beginning the study of medicine 


he has completed a course which includes at least one year of

Provided, also, that before July 1, 1918, in lieu of the diplo- 
ma or diplomas and preliminary requirements herein referred 
to where the applicant can show to the satisfaction of the board 
of medical examiners that he has taken courses herein required, 
in a school or schools approved by the board totaling for ap- 
plicants for ‘‘physician and surgeon certificates’’ not less than 
one hundred twenty-eight weeks consisting of not less than 
forty-eight hundred hours, it being requiped that all applicants 


shall have received passing grades indll such courses, that the 
applicant or applicants shall be admitted to examination for 
this form of certificate. 


‘Said board must also issue a ‘‘ physician and surgeon certifi- 
cate’’ to any applicant, without any examination, upon pay- 
ment of a registration fee of $50.00 who shall produce a certifi- 
cate entitling him to practice medicine and surgery which has 
been issued by a medical examining board of any other state or 
territory of the United States, since August 1, 1901. The re- 


quirements of the medical college from which such applicant 


may have graduated and the requirements of the board which 
was legally authorized to issue such certificate shall not have 
been at the time such certificate was issued in any degree or 
particular less. than those which were required for the issuance 
of the certificate to practice medicine and surgery in the State 
of California at the date of the issuance of such certificate, or 


_ which may hereafter be required by law and which may be in 


force at the time of the issuance of any such certificate. 
Any person licensed in any other state previous to August 
1, 1901, may file an application for a California license and 
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> 


after complying with the requirements of the board stating. 
the institutions at which he had studied and the period of such 
study, and all institutions from which he has graduated, a 
statement of whatever certificate or certificates to practice 
medicine and surgery may have been issued to him, a statement 
of all places in which he has practiced medicine and surgery, 
and such other general information as to his past practice as 
may be required by the board. 

: The board shall afford him an examination on a day not 
more than six months subsequent to the presentation of said 
application. Said examination shall be oral, practical, and 
clinical in nature, and full consideration shall be given to the 
duration and character of the applicant’s practice. If after 
such examination, it is determined by a majority vote of the

TWO CASES OF DIABETES. A 
H. T. Webster, Oakland, Cal. Be 
Read before the California Eclectic Medical Society. zt 
During forty-four years of experience, I have met with PS 
numerous cases of diabetes mellitus, but during all that time a 
have treated but two with which I have been pleased ; in fact, be 
only one of these has really given me thorough satisfaction, oF 
though both have afforded results that have been of pleasure i 4 
to me. 
Out of the many eases I have met, I have usually penne oF 
with loss of faith in syzygium, nitrate of uranium, boracic acid, BE 
chionathus, rhus aromatica and other much vaunted remedies. I a 
After unsatisfactory efforts with such agents my patients have a 
either died or gone to some other practitioner with the result Bt 
that I have lost sight of them, not doubting that they finally ei 
succumbed to the disease. 
In 1895, Dr. J. W. Huckins, a graduate of our college, then ei 
practicing in Danville, about twenty-five miles from Oakland, 4 ay 
was thrown from his buggy during a runaway accident, striking i 
on his head and partially dislocating his neck; at least, his wife, . sae 
who was in the mixup with him, and escaped without a scratch, ee 
informed me that before he could move or turn his head, she Be i. 
was compelled to twist his face forward toward the median line og 
until she felt something snap into place. I was telephoned to a 
go and visit him, the accident occurring in the evening, and ii 
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reached his place about two a. m. He was somewhat stupid from 
concussion, but not unconscious, and remained in bed for sev- 
eral days, eventually resuming practice. However, he soon 
afterward developed diabetes, and in two or three years was 
forced, from failing strength, to abandon country practice, re- 
moving to Vallejo, where he began an office business. Here he 
succeeded very well, and continued practice until 1905, when 
he stubbed his toe against a protruding spike in the sidewalk, 


and soon afterward developed dry gangrene in the injured 
foot. 


During the ten years which had preceded this time the doc- 
tor had hunted over and tried our materia medica in search of a 
remedy or combination of remedies which might afford some re- 
lief, but the untoward symptoms went on from bad to worse. 
Being an enthusiastic Eclectic, with great faith in our thera- 
peutics, he had gone through the list of antidiabetic agents 
thoroughly, tried them seriatim and in various combinations, 
without marked benefit, though he thought he derived some 
temporary relief from a combination of rhus aromatica, hydras- 
tis and chionanthus, though results were not promising. Noth- 
ing sufficed to stay the steady progress of the disease. There 
was always plenty of sugar in the urine, and thirst, dry mouth, 
polyuria and pruritus persisted. 


Upon the development of the gangrene he went to a sani- 
tarium in San Francisco and submitted to amputation of the 
leg at its lower third. This must have been early in 1906, be- 
cause the earthquake and fire found him lying helpless in bed 
with a raw stump; and here he was abandoned, with the fire 
raging in close proximity, until his brother sought him out and 
had him removed to the park, where he lay on the ground 
for several days before he found shelter. The stump finally 
healed, however, though it was always sensitive and tender, but 
he later bought an artificial leg, which he learned to use, and 
began locomotion with the aid of crutches, which he finally dis- 
earded. Meantime diabetes was steadily undermining his con- 
stitution, and in two years more gangrene began in the remain- 
ing foot, and he again repaired to the sanitarium and had it 
amputated. This time the stump refused to heal, but con- 
tinued discharging large quantities of pus. He remained in the 
sanitarium several months, gradually growing weaker, and was 
finally removed in an ambulance to Oakland, and placed in 
Kings Daughter’s Home, a place for incurables, still growing 
weaker, and apparently nearing his end. Intolerable pruritus, 
thirst and craving for food were now almost unbearable, and 
his rest was broken day and night on account of frequent calls 
to urinate. He was very much emaciated, pallid, and hardly 
strong enough to speak aloud, while the raw stump continued to 
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‘discharge large quantities of pus. In this desperate strait he. 


sent for me, and expressed a desire to have the stump reampu- 
tated above the knee, vainly hoping that healing might set in in 
the newly exposed tissue. I called Dr. J. R. Fearn in consulta- 
tion, and after due consideration we concluded that an opera- 


tion would probably only hasten his death, so the idea was 
abandoned. 


At this juncture I suggested that a trial of the Roberts.

Before the sample was gone the leg had nearly healed, and all 
the unpleasant symptoms of diabetes had disappeared.

these, something less than three years after getting up from 
the last amputation.

Upon getting up, she unfolded a tale of great 
trouble from itching in the rectum, about the privates, groins 
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and lower abdomen, intolerable thirst and craving appetite, 
and unrest at night from frequent urinating. In short, she 
evidently was afflicted with diabetes, and I directed her to 
come the following day, bringing some urine for examination. 
Upon inspection, I found instantaneous and remarkable re- 
action, indicating sugar, when two or three drops of the urine 
was added to a heated modicum of Haines’ solution. The gen- 
eral appearance of the patient was bad. She was pallid and 
haggard, and I feared serious results from the injection of the 
pile. The treatment had evidently been badly planned. Tell-— 
ing her to wait for medicine, I went to my druggist to procure 
a remedy put out by an eastern house for the cure of diabetes, 
and which bore testimonials from well-known physicians as to 
its efficacy. 1' was in a dilemma, and very anxious to find 
something which might help me out. Passing through the 
drug store to the pharmacy in the rear, I found the proprietor _ 
in conversation with a pleasant elderly gentleman to whom I 
was introduced. It was Dr. M., whom I later learned was in- 
terested in the introduction of a new remedy. 1 asked the 
druggist if he had any of the aforementioned preparation in 
stock, and was informed in the negative.

At the appointed time she returned, and sur- 
prised me with the report that all disagreeable symptoms had 
subsided, with the exception of some itching in the injected 
pile. She now slept all night without any call to urinate, and 
thirst and boulimia had disappeared. Weekly examinations 
followed, with apparent lessening of the amount of urine, 
though no quantitative analysis was made, and the remedy was 
continued. At the end of two months’ treatment sugar had 
entirely disappeared, the patient was gaining strength and 
flesh, and normal color was present in her countenance. Her 
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old friends told her that she looked ten years younger. Mean- . 


time, the pile site had healed. 
During the holidays she came over and settled her bill, 


bringing a sample of urine for analysis, and no sugar was pres- 


ent. She volunteered the information that 1 would hear from 
her immediately if she noticed any return of the old symptoms. 
She has not been back. 

I am now using the remedy in two cases of diabetes with 
promising results, and though there has not been time enough 
to predict a cure in either case, all unpleasant symptoms ex- 
cept the presence of sugar have subsided. In the January num- 
ber of the Eclectic Medical Journal I reported this case, and as

nita.’’ A name, ‘‘Natura,’’ has now been adopted, and an 


office established at 291 Geary street, in San Francisco, for its 
distribution.

DERMATOLOGY NOTES 


It is unnecessary to cut all the hair off in the case of fe- 
males suffering from pediculosis capitis. 

Precipitated sulphur is better than flowers of ‘mulpbur in 
the local treatment of acne. 

Patients with rosacea should be carefully warned of the 
dangers of indiscretion in diet. 

Butter-muslin is a most suitable material in which to 
spread ointments, especially in the case of children and people 
with sensitive skins. 

A psoriasis may, if over-stimulated, get to look like an 
eczema, i. e., it may present the phenomena of weeping and 
crust- formation, the character of the latter being essentially 
different from that of uncomplicated psoriasis. 

In cases of dusky-red, papular eruptions about the lower 
limbs, tubercle should be borne in mind, and a test injection 
of tuberculin given or a von Pirquet’s reaction done. 
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OUR N EW MEDICAL LAW. 


California has a new medical practice act which we believe 
will be found to be superior to the old one in all respects. It 
contains all of the amendments for which we fought, including 
a workable reciprocity clause. 

Obviously it is impossible for us to print so long a law; 
therefore we have asked Dr. Ford Seudder, our legislative 


champion, to prepare a resume of the same. His article will be 
found in its proper place in this issue. 


OUR RECENT LEGISLATURE. 


The legislature has adjourned and the various members 
have departed in peace or pieces, depending upon the view- 
point of the onlooker. The editor of the California State Jour- 
nal of Medicine devotes nearly a page of well printed matter 
to lambasting the members of this Legislature, giving especial 
attention to Assemblyman H. A. Peairs. The immediate cause 
of the tirade is the fact that they saw fit to pass Senate Bill No. 
813 of which the allopaths in general and the editor of their 
State Journal in particular, do not approve, notwithstanding 
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it was introduced and forced to a passage by a ‘‘stand pat — 


regular.’’ As a matter of record we did not approve of this 
bill either; but we feel assured that our legislators passed it 
because they believed such a course to be the right thing to do; 
and they should be commended accordingly. Tremendous 
pressure was brought to bear to induce certain members to vote 
in favor of certain interests, and we believe it speaks well for 
them individually that they were strong enough to vote as their 
consciences Indicated. We believe this bill is intended to bene- 


fit the people and we hope it will be administered by a Board 
of Examiners who are in harmony with its spirit. 


That the editor of the California State Journal of Medicine > 


should oppose the enactment of a law which abolishes certain 
privileges which had been assumed to be perquisites of his of- 


fice, was to be expected, for self preservation is conceded to be 


the first law of nature and therefore excusable. However, he 
has seen fit to prepare and publish two articles which contain a 


quantity and quality of venom which is simply astounding. 


For the information of our readers we reprint said articles 
herewith. 
Personal Mention. | 

‘*Out of the legislative mess of the last four months or so, a 
few personalities protrude with more than usual distinctness. 
Let us take the pleasing ones first. Dr. George E. Tucker, of 
Riverside, was the representative of the California Public Wel- 
fare League, an organization largely made up of laymen who 


want good medical laws, and spent practically all of his time at — 


Sacramento during the sessions of the late demented legislature. 
He worked with untiring energy to prevent destructive legis- 
lation ; he was helped with the wise counsel of Mr. H. T. Mor- 
row, our attorney in Los Angeles and a gentleman who is much 
interested in the Public Welfare League from the layman’s 
side. They both did everything humanly possible to stop the 
trend of destructive legislation, but it was a hopeless, heart- 
breaking task—and a vicious bill, Senate 813, was passed. This 


‘*bifureated’’ bill, with its provisions for ‘‘physician and sur- 
geon’’ certificate and for ‘‘drugless practitioner’’ certificate 


is the result of one man’s mad desire to have this ‘‘bifurcated’’ 
legislature pass an ‘‘ideal’’ medical practice act. This person, 
Assemblyman H. A. Peairs of Los Angeles, Chairman of the 
Assembly Committee on Medical and Dental Laws, with the 
little knowledge gained from a slight association with medical 
matters, attempted to do the one thing that was neither desired 


nor required. Against argument and reason and backed only — 


by a smattering of knowledge gained from a little and un- 


finished study of medicine, some experience in teaching school, 


a little practice of law and God only knows what else except 
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an exalted ego, he produced the monstrosity which it is hoped 
may never become a law of this state. lt is understood that this 
person’s egotism led him to attempt radical revisions of other 
important laws but that his fellow members of the Assembly 
happily became convinced that he was a ‘Jack of all trades 
and master of none’ and refused their consent.’’ 


New State Insane Asylum. 


‘*The legislature, which might well be called the hated ex- 
periment in state insane asylums, has adjourned with a record 
never equaled anywhere at any time. It is conservatively esti-— 
mated that it will take California at least fifty years to get over 
the damage done in the last four months. The philanthropie 


suggestion of Mr. Johnson in his gubernatorial message to the 


assembled lunatics when they began their banderlog play last 


January, to the effect that any physician licensed to practice 


medicine anywhere in the United States ought to be given a 
license in California without further formality, had its due 
effect ;—some thirty bills amending the medical act or creating 
new medical laws were introduced; they were nearly all bad; 
destructive. The prize freak that finally passed, in spite of 


protests from every school of medicine and from every element 


of the community, was Senate bill 813. It is a heart-breaking 
task to discuss it; it will be found printed in full on another 
page. It is seldom that a supreme court says anything is good; 
but the Supreme Court of California went out of its way to say 
that it was a wise provision of the legislature (of 1901) to make 
the standard of the Association of American Medical Colleges 


the minimum standard for medical education in this state be- 


cause it is a flexible standard. This ‘‘wise provision’’ the leg- 
islature of 1913 has eliminated! There are some parts of this 
bill which may seem good to you as you read it; but do not be 
fooled—it is as full of holes and bugs as an infected sponge. 
Whether the governor will sign the bill or not, is now the all- 


important question.’’ 


N. B ._—Governor J ohnson has signed the bill! 


THE HOMEOPATHIC POSITION. 


Last year the annual meeting of the American Institute of 
Homeopathy was held in Pittsburgh, and in due time the Asso- 
ciate Press announced that the Homeopaths were in favor of 
the Owen’s Bill. This statement was somewhat of a poser, as it 
was generally believed by their friends that they were quite on 
the other side of the fence—without the fold, so to speak. 

Upon investigation we learned that this report was an 
error—in fact, some say a deliberate misrepresentation. 

About this matter the Medical Century says editorially : 
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‘‘Tt (the Institute) should resent by resolutions the trick . 


that was played upon it at Pittsburgh last year by the emis- 
saries of the American Medical Association, who, as was to be 
expected, garbled a report so that through the Associated Press 
the public was given to understand that the Institute had en- 
dorsed the A. M. A.’s Owen Bill, when, in fact, the committee 
of the A. I. H. had specifically refused to endorse such a reso- 


lution. Such perfidy and raseality should be condemned in the 
open and in such definite terms that none will fail to under- 


stand its 


PLAYING TO THE GALLERY. 


It has been widely circulated and heralded that Dr. Flex- 
ner has reduced the mortality of cerebro-spinal meningitis 


from 75 per cent to 15 per cent. It was put by Dr. W. W. Keen 


last December at ‘‘20 per cent or less.’’ 


It has also been widely circulated and heralded that the 
death rate in diphtheria is now a negligible quantity since the 
advent of antitoxin, that typhoid fever has now been conquered 
—in other words, that serums are the cause of the wonderful 
diminution of mortality i in infectious diseases. 


We believe much of this roseate coloring of the actual con- 
ditions is due to the efforts of the Medical Trust, which is striv- 
ing to so install itself in the hearts of the people that it shall 
have complete control of all medical matters. Much of the vio- 


lent opposition to Friedmann and his serum is due not so much | 
to its untried and unproven value as to the fact that the Medical 


Trust was not the promulgator of the same and was probably 
not consulted in the premises. We are led to believe this for 
the reason that nothing that does not bear the mark, made by 
the Medicofarbenfabriken of Dearborn Avenue Company, is 
worth considering, especially by its Council on Pharmacy, at 


the helm of which is a non- practicing physician, made in Ger- 
many. 


The New York Health Report on Serums and their effect, 
just published, has not been censored by the Medical Trust, for 
we find the following startling statistics: 


In 1912, 373 cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis were re- 
ported, 336 of which were fatal, a death rate of more than 90 
per cent., and this right in the door-yard of Dr. Flexner and the 
Rockefeller Foundation, in the laboratory of which the death 
rate is reported as 15 per cent. 

In 1912, 17,038 cases of diphtheria and croup with 1,625 
deaths; scarlet fever, 18,406 cases with 789 deaths. With prac- 
tically ‘the same number of cases there were twice as many 
deaths from diphtheria as from scarlet fever. ‘‘In diphtheria 
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the serum was used in practically every case.’’ There is no 
serum for scarlet fever. 

The United States Public Health Reports of June 12, 1912, 
says in respect to the Philippines: ‘There is at Manila almost 
a steady increase in the number of cases and deaths reported 
from diphtheria,’’ in spite of the fact that antitoxin is always 
given. 

The New York State Reports show also the real reason of 
the lowering of the typhoid mortality lies in the constantly im- 
proving sanitation and hygiene, which lowering of mortality 
will, however, be claimed to be due to anti-typhoid vaccine. In - 
ten years, however, the ten years previous to the advent of 
typhoid vaccine, the mortality in typhoid fever had decreased 
from 18.6 per 100 ,000 to 11 per cent., this alone due to sani- 
tation. 

The Critique, of Denver, in commenting on this question, 
which was exposed in the Denver Republican of April 9th, aptly 
says: That this condition will continue as long as the American 
Medical Association can spread this spurious serum germ gospel - 
free of charge under the guise of news. We have seen the 
methods of Dr. Wiley in Dayton quoting conditions that were 
proven untrue by the records and we see its continuance by the 
ever-industrious Medical Trust, of which he is a shining light 
and doubtless candidate for the Cabinet position in the depart- 
ment which is to spend millions upon millions of money. 

We have no quarrel with serums or vaceines. They are 
useful when indicated, and it is only the homeopathic physician 
who has the necessary training to know when they are 
indicated.—Ed. Medical Century. 
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A PROPOSED MEDICAL TRUST. 


History repeats itself. We rejoice patriotically over the 
victory so beautifully recorded by Longfellow in his poem on 
Paul Revere and his famous ride, ‘‘On the Eighteenth of April, 
"75.’’ At that time invading foes threatened the welfare of our 
country and its homes. At the present time our threatening 
foes are not always so plainly visible, for they appear sometimes 
in the guise of friendly or altruistic efforts for humanity, in 
which lurks venomous poison that will prove destructive. 

There is pending before Congress proposed legislation orig- 
inally known as the Owen Bill, and later as House Bill No. 1, 
framed by Senator Owen, of Oklahoma, the purpose of which 
is to establish a Federal Bureau of Health—later, probably, to 
be developed into a department of health. This bill has failed 

‘of passage for the last three years; at the last session it failed 
on a tie vote. The Democrats are for it. This bill poses as a 
friend to humanity, but it is being pushed by a limited number 
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of medical-commercial-trust politicians whose object is to get - 
Government control of the practice of medicine, the hospitals, 
the manufacture of all remedies and medical and surgical ap- 
pliances, and forever after compel submission to its yoke; also 
to destroy all independent schools and practitioners. One re- 
sult of the passing of this or a similar bill would be State Medi- | 
cine, with no opportunity on the part of the citizen of this pro- 
fessedly free Republic to choose either his desired school of 
medical therapeutics or his individual physician. This may not 
have been the intent of those who framed this bill, but it is the - 
way it will work out if Congress passes it. Another result 
would be the enforcement of rigid medical laws and high edu- 
cational requirements, also professional opposition and persecu- 
tion, for those who are independent in their medical beliefs and 
methods of practice and who deem it their first duty, as phy- | 
siclans and citizens, to restore, protect and increase health, 
even if their lack of orthodoxy is displeasing to the self-con- 
stituted ‘‘High-priests and Elders’’ of the profession ; while 
for the supple and obedient, who know how to be ‘‘considerate’’ 
and who bow when the great ones speak or pass, there will be 

— easy admission, easy money and no need of conscientious efti- 


ciency. Verily mediaeval inquisition methods combined with 
modern graft! 


The Pilgrim Fathers settled in this osiiaatid: that they 
might have religious freedom. But religious freedom is not the 
only kind of freedom that is necessary. Dr. Benjamin Rush, 

one of the signers of the Declaration of Independence, said: 
‘“The Constitution of this Republic should make special pro- 
vision for medical as well as religious freedom. To restrict the 
art of healing to one class of men and deny equal privilege to 
others will constitute the Bastile of medical science. All such 
laws are unAmerican and despotic. They are fragments of 
monarchy, and have no place in a Republic.’’ 


The Owen Bill threatens American freedom. If it, or any 
similar bill, becomes law it will bring one more interfering and 
dominating trust into our American life—a trust that no tariif 
changes will dissolve, and it will probably make necessary in 
times to come one more bitter struggle for liberty. Our human- 
itarian journals are spreading the alarm and edueating the peo- 
ple to the perniciousness of this proposed legislation. It is the 
duty of the people } in the various districts to enlighten the Rep-— 
resentatives in Congress, of the respective districts, as to their 
desires and let them know that this proposed legislation is not 
primarily for the scientific advancement of the health of the 
nation, but for the purpose of ultimating into a political-medi- 
cal-commercial-trust those who have already by their guerilla 
methods succeeded in converting the medical department of the 
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United States Army into a‘ ‘political kitchen’’ in which to 5 elie 
up their various schemes. 


There is no time to lose. Earnest uid concerted action 
against this proposed injustice is necessary. Every American 
who is a lover of liberty ought to take a firm stand against this 
intended medical trust, and endeavor in every legitimate way to 

prevent the passage of any bill that will give it legal status and 

authority. Monopolies come into existence and become power- 
ful and harmful in a democracy because of indifference of the 
people and through lack of intelligent, determined and system- 
atic opposition.—The Club, Medical Century. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 


Some months ago we had the temerity to aver that the con- — 
tagiousness of infantile paralysis remained unproven. And par- 

ticularly did we object to the then new theory of the transmis- 
sion through flies. 


As usual, we were in the minority but we append the fol- 
lowing clipping as a matter of interest to te who care to 
~ think about such things. 


San Francisco Bureau of the Times, June 19.—(Special 
Dispatch. )—That flies do not transmit the germ of infantile par- 
alysis is the assertion of Prof. William B. Herms, the noted par- 
asitologist of the University of California. This is a direct ref- 
utation of the theory recently advanced by Dr. Rosenau of Har- 
vard University and was only arrived at after months of experi- 
ment in the Berkeley laboratory. Fifteen thousand flies and 
thirteen monkeys were used during these experiments and the 
completeness of the investigation has satisfied Prof. Herms that 
Dr. Rosenau’s assertion is erroneous. 


The initial work was begun under the State Board of 
Health. The actual tests were made in the State Hygienic Lab- 
oratory, of which Dr. Wilbur A. Sawyer is the head. Prof. 
Herms was also engaged in this research. 


Eighteen monkeys were purchased by the university. The 
flies were bred in the laboratory and immune from outside con- 
tamination. All but five of the monkeys were inoculated with in- 
fantile paralysis germs and subjected to the bites of flies. The 
five healthy simians were then exposed to the bites of the sup- 
posed germ-laden flies. All five monkeys are alive today. 


The importance of this new light on infantile paralysis has 
warranted the State Board of Health in issuing a bulletin on the 
research. It will be circulated among the medical profession 
and others interested in this work.
